S.O. 622(E).—Whereas, on an application made 
by the Reserve Bank of India under sub-section (1) 
of section 45 of the Banking Regulation Act, 1949 
(10 of 1949) the Central Government has made, 
under sub-section (2) of the saic section 45 an order 
of moratorium in respect of the Bank of Cochin 
Limited, Cochin under sub-section (2) of the said 
section. 

And whereas the Reserve Bank of India in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by sub-section (4) of 
section 45 of the said Act has prepared a scheme 
for the amalgamation of the Bank of Cochin Ltd., 
Cochin with State Bank of India. 

And whereas the Reserve Bank after having sent 
the said scheme in draft to the banks concerned in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-section (6) 
the said section and after having considered the sug¬ 
gestions and objections received in regard to the said 
scheme has modified that scheme and forwarded it 
to the Central Government for sanction. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (7) of section 45 of the said Act, 
the Central Gevemment hereby sanctions the scheme 
on and subject to the terms and conditions herein- 
afer mentioned. 

(1) The Bank of Cochin Ltd,. Cochin, shall be 
v the transferor bank and the State Bank of India shall 

be the transferee bank. 

(2) As from the date which the Central Govern¬ 
ment may specify for this purpose under sub-section 
(7) of section 45 of the said Act (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the prescribed date) all rights, powers, 
claims, demands, interests, authorities, privilages, bene¬ 
fits, assets and properties of the transferor bank, mov¬ 
able and immovable, including premises subject to all 

, incidents of tenure and to the rents and other sums 
of money and covenants reserved by or contained 
in the leases or agreements under which thev are 
held all office furniture, loose equipment, plant, 
apparatus and appliances, books, papers, stocks of 
stationery, other stocks and stores, all investments in 
stocks, share and securities, all bills receivable in hand 
and in transit, all cash in hand and on current or 
deposit account (including money at call or short 
notice) with banks, bullion, all book debts mortgage 
debts and other debts with the benefit of securities, 
or any guarantee therefore, all other, if anv. property 
rights and assets benefit of all exirantees in connec¬ 
tion with the business of the transferor bank shall, 
subject to the other provisions of this scheme, stand 


Without _ prejudice to the generality of the fore¬ 
going provisions, all contracts, deeds, bonds, agree¬ 
ments, powers of attorney, grants of legal representa¬ 
tion and other instruments of whatever nature sub¬ 
sisting or hav : np effect immediately before the 
prescribed date shall be effective to'the extent and 
in the manner hereinafter provided against or in 
favour of the transferee bank and may be acted upon 
as if instead of the transferor bank the transferee 
bank had been a party thereto or as if they had been 
issued in favour of the transferee bank. 

If on the prescribed date any suit, appeal or other 
legal proceedings of whatever nature by or against 
the transferor bank is pending, the same shall not 
abate, or be discontinued or be in any way prejudi¬ 
cially affected, but shall subject to the other provi¬ 
sions of this scheme, be prosecuted and enforced by 
or against the transferee bank. 


If according to the laws of any country outside 
India the provisions of this scheme, by themselves, 
are not effective to transfer or vest anv asset or 
liability situated, in that country which forms part 
of the undertaking of the transferor bank to or in 
the transferee bank, the affairs of the 
transferor bank in relation to such assets or liability 
shall, on the prescribed date, stand entrusted to the 
chief executive officer for the time being of the 
transferee bank and the chief executive officer may 
exercise all powers and do all such acts and things 
as would have been exercised or done by t\e trans¬ 
feror bank for the purpose of effectively winding 
up its affairs. The chief executive officer shall take 
all such step's as mav he required by the laws of any 
such country outside India for the purpose of effect¬ 
ing such transfer or vesting and in connection 
therewith the chief executive officer may, either him- 
seff or through anv person authorised bv him in this 
behalf, realise anv assets or discharge any liability 
of the transferor bank and transfer the net proceeds 
thereof to the transferee bank. 

(3) The books of the transferor hank shall be 
co,ed and balanced and balance sheets prepared in 
™ sfanCc as at the close of business on the 
27th April, 1985 and thereafter as at the close of 
business on the date immediately precede the pres¬ 
ented date and the balance sheets shall be got 
audited and certified by the chartered accountant or 
a firm of chartered accountants approved or nomi¬ 
nated by the Reserve Bank of India for the purpose.

(a) Investments other than Government securities 
shall be valued at the market rates prevailing on 
the day immediately preceding the prescribed date.

(g) Advances including bills purchased and dis¬ 
counted, book debts and sundry assets, will be 
scrutinised by the transferee hank and the securities, 
including guarantees held cover therefor examined 
and verified by the tiansTcjCC bank. Thereafter the 
advances, including portions thereof, will be classified 
into two categories, namely, “Advances considered 
good and readily realisable'’ and “Advance con¬ 
sidered not readily realisable and [or bad or doubtful 
of recovery”. 

II. Liabilities for purposes of this scheme shall 
include all contingent liabilities which the transferee 
bank ma) reasonably be expected or required to 
meet out of its own resources on or after the pres¬ 
cribed date. 


(b) (i) Government securities shall be value 
on the day immediately preceding the prescribed 
date in accordance with the principles laid down in 
the notification issued by Reserve Bank of India for

(f! Furniture and fixtures, stationery in stock 
and other assets, if anv, shall be valued at the written 
down value as per books or the realisable value as 
may be considered reasonable. 


ITT. Where the validation of any asset cannot be 
determined on the prescribed date, it may, with the 
approval of the Reserve Bank of India be treated 
partly or wholly as an asset realisable at a later 
date, Tf 

In the event of any disagreement between the 
transferee bank and the transferor bank as regards 
the valuation of any asset and [or the classification 
of any advance and|or the determination of any 
liability, the matter shall be referred to the Reserve 
Bank of India, whose opinion shall be final, provi¬ 
ded that until such an opinion is received, the valua¬ 
tion of the item or portion thereof by the transferee 
bank shall provisionally be adopted for the purpose 
of this scheme. 

It shall be competent for the Reserve Bank in 
the event of its becoming nccc c sarv to do so, to 
obtain such technical advice, as it may conridcr to 
be appropriate in connection with thj valuation of 
anv such item of asset or determination of any 
such item of liability, and the cost of obtaining 
such advice shall be payable in full oirt of the assets 
of the transferor bank. 

The valuation of the assets and the determination 
of the liabilities in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions shall be binding on both the banks and 
the members and creditors thereof. 

(5) In consideration of the transfer of the pro¬ 
perty and the assets of the transferor hankj to the' 
transferee bank the transferee bank shall discharge 
the liabilities of the transferor bank to the extent 
mentioned in this and the following clauses,

short notice or any other deposit by what¬ 
ever name called with the transferor bank 
and every other account not covered by 
clause (a), including interest to the extent 
payable under this scheme, the transferee 
bank shall open with itself on the pres¬ 
cribed date a corresponding and ^similar 
account in the name of the respective 
holder (s) thereof crediting thereto the 
pro rata share available in respect of each 
of the accounts out of the assets referred 
to in paragraph (4) a? valued for the 
purposes of this scheme on the prescribed 
date, after excluding from the said assets 
as so valued the advances considered not 
readily realisable or bad or doubtful of 
recovery, any asset or portion of an asset 
not valued on the prescribed date and any 
amount needed for the payments or provi¬ 
sions mentioned at clause (a) above and 
after adding to the said assets as so 
valued the aggregate amount of the pay¬ 
ments made in terms of clause (a) (i) of 
paragraph 2 of the moratorium order 
dated the 27th April, 1985 issued to the 
transferor bank. 

Provided that any payment made from a depo¬ 
sit account on, or after the close of busi¬ 
ness on 27th April 1985 and before the 
prescribed date, shall be reckoned towards 
the amount to be credited under this sub- 
paragraph and, accordingly the amount to 
be credited shall be the pro rata share 
less the 1 amount of such payment. 

Provided further that where the transferee bank 
entertains a reasonable doubt about the 
correctness of the entries made in any 
particular account it may with the appro¬ 
val of the Reserve Bank, withhold the 
credit to be made in that account in terms 
of clause (b) above till the transferee bank 
is able to ascertain the correct balance in 
such accounts. 

Explantion.—The term ‘pro rata’ shall, in so far 
as it occurs in this paragraph, mean in proportion to 
the respective amounts remaining due as at the dose 
of business on the 27th April 1985 (torether with 
interest payable up to the dam immediately preced¬ 
ing the prescribed date) and shall in so far as it 
occurs elsewhere in this scheme, mean ‘in proportion 
to the respective amounts remaining due at the time 
of the payment or distribution’. 

(c) After the credits referred to in danse (b) 
above have been afforded, the transfeme 
bank shall, with the least possible delay 
but in any case not later than three months 
from the prescribed date, furnish to the 
Deposit Insurance and Credit Guarantee 
Corporation established under the Deposit 
Insurance and Credit Guarantee Corpora¬ 
tion Act, 196J (hereinafter referred to as 
the Corporation) a list complving in all 
respects with' the requirements of sub- 
705 GI/ 85—2 


section (1) of section 18 of that Act and 
thereafter whenever amounts referred to 
in sub-section (2) of section 18 of that 
Act are received from the Corporation, the 
transferee bank shall credit each of the 
accounts referred to in clause (b) above, 
within seven days from the date or dates 
on which the amounts are received, to the 
extent of the sums due to that account in 
accordance with sub-section (2) of section 
18 of that Act : 

Provided that—- 

(a) if any account referred to in clause (b) 
has been closed or has matured for 
payment at the time when any amount 
for credit to that account is received 
from the Corporation, the payments to 
the person entitled to the said amount 
shall be made by the transferee bank in 
cash ; 

(b) in case the person entitled to any amount 
referred to in clause (b) cannot be 
found or is not readily traceable, provi¬ 
sion for the amount due to such person 
shall be made and accounted for separa¬ 
tely on the books of the Corporation 
itself and it shall not be necessary for 
the Corporation to pay the amounts to 
the transferee bank unless the person 
entitled to the amount is found or 
traced and the Corporation has decided 
to make the payment in respect of that 
person through the transferee bank. 

(c) On the prescribed date, the entire 
amount of the paid-up capital and reser¬ 
ves of the transferor bank shall be 
treated as provision for bad and doubtful 
debts and depreciation in other assets of 
the transferor bank and the rights of 
the members of the transferor bank 
shall, in relation to the transferee bank, 
be as provided for in paragraph (6) 
below :

S.O. 625(E).—Whereas on an application made by 
the Resejvc Bonk of India under sub-secdon (I) oi 
section 45 of the Banking Regulation Act, 1949 (10 
of J949) the Central Government lias made, under 
sub-section (2) of the said section 45 an order of 
moratorium in respect of the Lnkshmi Commercial 
Bank Ltd., under sub-section (2) of the said sec (ion. 

And whereas the Reserve Bank of India in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (A) 
of section 45 of the said Act has prepared a scheme 
tor the amalgamation of the Lnkshmi Commercial 
Bank Ltd., "New Delhi with Cnnara Bank. 

And whereas the Reserve Bank after having 
sent the said scheme m draft to the banks concern A 
m accordance with the provisions of suh-setdnio ( 0 ) 
of the said section and after having considered the 
suggestions and objections received in regard to the 
said scheme has modified that scheme and forwarded 
it to the Central Government for sanction. 
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iNovv, therefore, in exercise of the powers coni er¬ 
red by sub section (7) of section 45 of the said Act, 
the Central Government hereby sanctions the scheme . 
on and subject to the terms ami conditions herein- 
after mentioned, 

(J) The Lnkshmi Commercial Bank ltd-. New 
D'cJln shall be the tiansferor bank and the Canara 
Bank shall be the Inuwiercc bank. 

(2) As flam the date which the Central Govern¬ 
ment may specify for this purpose under sub-section 
(7) of section 45 of the said Act thereinafter referred 
to as the prescribed date) alt rights, powers, cjaims 
demands, interest, authorities, privileges, benefits, 
assets and properties ol the transferor bank, movable 
and immovable, including premises subject to all in-| 
cidents of tenure and to the rents and other sums ot 
money and coiivcnants reserved by or contained in the 
IcaW' or agreements under which they me held, all 
office furniture, loose equipment, plant, apparatus and 
appliances, books, papers, slocks of stationery, oilier 
stocks and si ores, all investments in stocks, shares and 
securities, all bills receivable in hand and i< transit, 
all cash in hand and on cuuent or deport iv count 
(including money at caLI or short notice) with banks*, 

I trillion, all book debts, mortgage debts and other 
debts with the benefit of sccuiilies, or any guarantee 
therefore, all other, if any, property lights and assets 
benefit of all guarantees in connection wi+li the busi¬ 
ness of the transferor bank shall, subject to the other 
provisions of this scheme, stand transferred to, and 
'become the properties and assets of, the transferee 
bank; and as from the prescribed date all the liabili¬ 
ties, duties and obligations of the transferor bank shall 
be and shall become the liabilities, duties aud obli¬ 
gations of the transferee bank to the extent and in 
the manner provided hereinafter. 

Without prejudice to the generality of the forego¬ 
ing provisions, all contracts, deeds, bonds, agreements, 
powers of attorney, grants of legal representation and 
other instruments ol vhalevcr nature substring or 
having effect immediately before ihc prescribed date 
shall be effective to the extent and in the manner here¬ 
inafter provided against or in favour of the transferee 
bank and mav be acted upon as if instead nf the trans¬ 
feror bank the transferee bank had been a party 
thereto or as if they had been issued in favour of the 
transferee bank.

said assets as so valued the advances considered not 
readily realisable or bad or doubtful of recovery, any 
asset or portion of an asset not valued on the pres¬ 
cribed date and any amount needed for the payments 
or provisions mentioned at clause fa) above and after 
adding to the said assets as so valued the aggregate 
amount of the payments made in terms of clause fa) 
(i) of paragraph 2 of the moratorium order dated the 
27th April 1985 issued to the transferor bank : 

Provided that any payment made from a deposit 
account on, or after the close of business on 27th 
April 1985 and before the prescribed date, shall be 
reckoned towards the amount to be credited under 
this sub-paragraph and, accordingly the amount to 
be credited shall be the pro rata share less the am¬ 
ount of such payment : 

Proivded further that where the transferee bank 
entertains a reasonable doubt about the correctness 
of the entries made in any particular account it may 
with the approval of the Reserve Bank, withhold the 
credit to bo made in that account in terms of clause 
(b) above till the transferee hank is able to ascertain 
mrr^r.t balance in such accounts. 


EXPLANATION : 

The term ‘pro rata shall, insofar as it occurs in 
this paragraph, mean in proportion to the respective 
amounts remaining due as at the close ol business 
on the 27th April 1985 (together with interest pay¬ 
able up to the date immediately preceding the pres¬ 
cribed date) and shall, insofar as it occurs elsewhere 
in this scheme, mean 'in proportion to the respective 
amounts remaining due at the time of the payment 
or distribution’. 

(c) After the. credits refered to in clause^ (b) above 
have been afiorded, the transferee bank shall, with 
the least possible delay bu; in an) case not later than 
three months from the prescribed date, furnish to the 
Deposit Insurance and Credit Guarantee Corporation 
established under the Deposit Insurance and Credit 
Guarantee Corporation Act, 1%1 thereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the Corporation) a list complying in all res¬ 
pects with the requirements of sub-section (i) of sec¬ 
tion 18 of that Act and thereafter whenever amounts 
referred to in sub-section (2) of section 18 of that 
Act are received from the Corporation, the transferee 
bank shall credit each of the accounts referred to in 
clause (b) above, within seven days from the date or 
dates on which the amounts are received, to the ex¬ 
tent of the sums due to that account in accordance 
with sub-section (2) of section 18 of that Act : 

Provided that :— 

(a) if any account referred to in clause (b) has 

been closed or has matured for payment at 
the time when any amount for credit to that 
account is received from the Corporation, 
the payments to the person entitled to the 
said amount shall be made by the trans¬ 
feree bank in cash ; 

(b) in case the person entitled to any amount 
referred to in clause (b) cannot be found or 
is not readily traceable, provision for the 
amount due to such person shall be made 
and accounted for separately on the books 
of the Corporation itself and it shall not be 
necessary for the Corporation to pay the 
amounts to the transferee bank unless the 
person entitled to the amount is found or 
traced and the Corporation has decided to 
make the payment in respect of that person 
through the transferee bank. 

(c) On the prescribed date, the entire amount of 
the paid up capital and reserves. of the transferor 
bank shall be treated as provision for bad and doubts 
ful debts and depredation in other assets of the trans¬ 
feror bank and the rights of the members, of the 
transferor bank shall, in relation to the transferee 
bank, be as provided for in paragraph (6) below ; 

(6) In respect of 

(a) every account mentioned in clause (h) of the 
preceding paragraph, the balance in the ac¬ 
count, if any, remaining uncredited in terms 
of that dame and clause (c) and 
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(b) every share in the transferor bank, the am¬ 
ount of which was treated as paid-up to¬ 
wards share capital by or on behalt of each 
shareholder immediately before the prescrib¬ 
ed date andjor amount .paid on account ot 
the calls made by the transferee bank in 
pursuance of clause (i) below ; 

shall be treated as a collection account and may be 
entered as such in the books oi the transferee bank 
and payments against the account shall be made in 
the following manner, namely; 

(0 (a) tlie transferee bank shall, in the first instance, 
call upon every person who on the prescribed date was 
registered as the holder of a deferred share in [he 
transferor bank (or would have been entitled to be so 
registered) to pay within three months from such date 
or dates as may be specified, the uncalled amount re¬ 
maining unpaid by him in respect of such share or 
shares and the calls in arrears, if any and thereafter, 
if it is found to be so necessary, every person who 
was, as on the prescribed date, registered as the hol¬ 
der of an ordinary share of the transferor bank (or 
would have been entitled to be so registered) to pay 
within three months from such date or dates as may 
be specified, the uncalled amount remaining unpaid 
by him in respect of such share or shares or the calls 
in arrears, if any ; 

(b) the transferee bank shall take all available steps 
having regard to the circumstances of each case to 
demand and enforce the payment of the amounts due 
under clause (a) together with interest at s|x per cent 
per annum for the period of the default ; 

(ii) the transferee bank shall in respect of the ad¬ 
vances, bills purchased and discounted, book debts 
end sundry debts and other assets, which are classi¬ 
fied as ‘‘Advances considered not readily realisable 
andjor bad or doubtful of recovery”, or which are or 
may be realisable wholly or partly after the prescrib¬ 
ed date in terms of paragraph (4) above, take all 
available steps having regard to the circumstances of 
each case to demand and enforce payment, provided, 
however, that if the amount of a debt or asset ex¬ 
ceeds Rs. 50,000, the transferee bank shall not ex¬ 
cept with the approval of the Reserve Rank of India; 

(a) enter into a compromise or arrangement with 

the 1 debtor or any other person or write off 
any such debt or asset. 

(b) sell or otherwise dispose of any securities 

transferred to it or any asset taken over by 

it. 

(iii) the transferee banks shall in addition take all 
available steps having regard to the circumstances of 
each case to demand and enforce the payment of the 
amounts, if any, awarded as damages by the High 
Court against any promoter, director, manager or 
other officer of the transferor bank under section 
45L of the Banking Regulation Act, 1949, read with 
section 45H thereof and also with section 543 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 ; 

(iv) the transferee bank may, out of the realisa¬ 
tions effected by it on account of the items mention¬ 
ed in clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) above,, make payment 
or provision in respect of any contingent liability to 


the extent that the provision made therefor under 
paragraph (5) (a) proves to be inadequate, as also 
with the prior appioval oi the Reserve Bank, in res¬ 
pect of any liability whether contingent or absolute 
which was not assessed in term* ol paragraph (4) 
above and has arisen or been discovered on or after 
the prescribed date ; 

(v) the transferee bank shall out of the realisations 
effected by it on account of the items mentioned in 
clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) above after deducting there¬ 
from the expenditure incurred for die purpose and, 
with the approval of the Reserve Bank of India, such 
other expenses as may be considered reasonable and 
the amount appropriated therefrom in terms of clause

be available from out of the provision in respect of 
contingent liabilities as reckoned fur the purpose of 
this scheme after the extent of such liabilities has 
finally been ascertained.

dit Guarantee Corporation General Regulations, 
1961. 

Provided further that the transferee bank shall 
make the payments referred to in clause (b) above, 

(i) if the corresponding or similar account men¬ 

tioned in clause (b) of paragraph (5) has 
not been closed or has not matured for pay¬ 
ment, by credit to that account, and 

(ii) if the said account has been closed or has 

matured for payment, in cash ; 

(vi) The amounts due to the Corporation in terms 
of sub-clause (a) of clause (v) above and the amounts 
due to the collection accounts of the depositors in 
terms of sub-clause (b) of that clause shall rank equal¬ 
ly among themselves, and if they cannot be paid in 
full shall abate in equal proportions ;

(10) All the employees of the transferor bank other

or as to the procedure of principles to be adopted for 
the fixation of the pay of the employees in the scales 
of pay of the transferee bank, the doubt or difference 
shall be referred to the Reserve Bank of India whose 
decision thereon shall be final. 

(13) The trustees or administrators of any provident 
fund and|or gr,unity fund constituted for the emplo¬ 
yees o'* the transferor bank or as the case may be 
the transferor bank shall on or as soon as possible 
after the prescribed date transfer to the trustee of 
the employees provider/ fund and lor gratuity fund 
constituted for die transferee bank, or otherwise as 
the transferee bank may direct, all the monies and 
investments held in trust for the benefit of the em¬ 
ployees of the transferor bank. 

Provided 1 hat such latter trustees shall not be liable 
for any deficiency in the value of investments, or 
in respect of any act. neglect, or default done before 
the prescribed date. 

(14) The transferee bank shall submit to the 
Reserve Bank of India such statements and informa¬ 
tion as may be required by the Reserve Bank of 
India from time to time regarding the implementation 
of this scheme. 

(15) The transferee bank shall furnish to the share¬ 
holders of the transferor bank)a statement of affairs 
of the transferor bank in such form and at such per¬ 
iodical intervals as the Reserve Bank of India may 
specify in this behalf. The sending of such statements 
shall be discontinued when so directed by the Reserve 
Bank. 

(16) Am notice or other communication required 
to be given by the tranferee bank shall be considered 
to be duly given if addressed and sent by pre-paid 
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ordinary post to the addressee at the address regi¬ 
stered in the books of the transferor bank, until a 
new address is registered into the books of the trans¬ 
feree bank, and such notice shall be deemed to be 
served on the expiry of fortyeight hours after it has 
been posted. Any notice or communication which is 
of general interest shall be advertised in addition in 
one or more daily newspapers which may be in circu¬ 
lation at the places where the transferor bank was 
transacting its business. 

(17) if any doubt arises in interpreting any of the 
provisions of this scheme, the matter shall be referred 
to the Reserve Bank of India and its opinion shall be 
conclusive and binding on both the transferee and 
transferor banks, and also on all the members, deposi¬ 
tors and other creditors and employees of each ofi 
these banks and on an j other person having any 
rights or liability in relation to any of these banks. 

(18) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the 
provisions of this scheme, the Central Government 
may issue to the transferor and the ttansferee banks 
or to either of them such directions not inconsistent 
with this scheme as may appear to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, after consulting the Reserve Bank of India, 
to be necessary or appropriate for the purpose of re¬ 
moving the difficulty.
